Applications  for  Standard  Grants  have  shown  an  increase 
almost  of  50%  and  every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  owners  to 
take  advantage  of  the  scheme  to  have  their  properties  improved. 
During  the  year  the  maximum  amount  of  Grant  which  can  he  paid 
as  a Standard  Grant  was  increased  from  £155*  to  £350*  where 
it  is  necessary  to  extend  a dwellinghouse  to  provide  a bath 
room,  construct  a septic  tank  where  no  sewer  exists  or  to 
connect  to  a public  water  main.  These  increased  figures  may 
be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Local  Authority  and  so  far 
increased  Grants  have  been  given  in  two  instances  where 
(a)  a septic  tank  was  necessary  and  (b)  the  extension  for  a 
bathroom  was  unavoidable. 

DISCRETIONARY  GRANTS 


Only  7 applications  were  received  for  Discretionary  Grants 
in  1964,  all  of  which  were  approved.  It  is  anticipated  that 
with  the  increased  maximum  for  Standard  Grants  there  will  be 
even  less  incentive  for  applicants  to  consider  the  Discretionary 
Grant.  At  present  the  difference  between  the  maximum  figures 
of  the  two  Grants  is  only  £50.  and  it  is  not  anticipated  that  the 
number  of  applications  for  the  Discretionary  Grant  will 
increase  unless  the  maximum  of  £400.  is  improved  upon. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  142  applications  had 
been  received.  Of  these  111  had  been  completed  at  the  end  of 
1963  and  in  1964  a further  7 schemes  were  carried  out  and 
Grants  issued  to  a total  of  £1,944.  The  totals  at  the  end 
of  1964  now  show  that  118  schemes  have  been  completed  and 
Grants  paid  in  the  sum  of  £30,705*  10.  Od.  which  gives  an 
average  cost  per  completed  scheme  of  £260.  4.  Od. 

SLIM  CLEARANCE 


Two  properties  have  been  dealt  with  by  Closing  Orders, 
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two  are  covered  by  Undertakings  given  by  tbeir  respective  owners 
and  the  old  farmhouse  at  Southfields  was  demolished  voluntarily 
by  the  owner.  The  two  farmhouses  at  High  and  Low  Waterholmes 
have  been  dealt  with  by  the  owner  and  six  houses  at  Nawton  were 
demolished  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council  for  their  road 
widening  scheme.  Hour  of  these  would  have  required  action  by 
this  Council  had  it  not  been  for  the  road  works  and  in  any 
event  Undertakings  had  been  obtained  from  the  owners  of  three 
cottages  stating  that  they  would  not  be  re-let  without 
improvements.  A further  two  cottages  were  improved  by  the 
owners  to  the  appropriate  standards  of  satisfactory  dwellings. 

COUNCIL  HOUSES 

The  four  two  bedroomed  flats  and  two  three  bedroomed 
houses  which  were  under  construction  at  Nawton  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  were  completed  and  let. 

work  was  commenced  on  two  Council  houses  at  Hutton-le-Hole 
which  are  being  built  in  stone  to  blend  in  with  the  village. 

Negotiations  were  completed  to  purchase  land  at  Dale  End, 
Kirkbymoorside  where  it  is  intended  to  construc/t  bungalows 
for  elderly  people'.  It  is  hoped  that  a few  of  the  Council’s 
present  tenants  will  wish  to  move  from  their  existing  three 
bedroomed  houses  into  such  bungalows  so  leaving  a house  to  be 
occupied  by  a family.  It  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  no 
problem  in  letting  the  new  accommodation. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  an  offer  was  made  by  Major 
Shaw  to  sell  certain  land  at  West  Fields,  Kirkbymoorside  to  the 
Council  for  housing  purposes  and  this  was  being  investigated. 

A scheme  for  four  flats  and  two  three  bedroomed  houses 
at  Queensway,  Kirkbymoorside  is  in  course  of  preparation  and 
when  this  is  complete  the  Council  will  own  the  following 
undeveloped  sites 

Appleton-le-Moors  (Sites  remaining  for  two  houses) 

Hutton-le-Hole  (Sites  remaining  for  two  houses) 

Spaunton  (Sites  remaining  for  two  houses) 

and  Dale  End,  Kirkbymoorside  (Sites  for  possibily  30  Units) 

The  major  need  for  housing  is  definitely  at  Kirkbymoorside 
and  for  accommodation  to  suit  the  needs  of  the  elderly.  In 

view  of  this  position  it  is  not  thought  necessary  to  obtain 

additional  sites  in  the  villages  until  the  effect  of  the 
Kirkbymoorside  development  is  known.  The  position  at  the 
various  sites  at  the  end  of  the  period  under  review  was  as

The  repair  work  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  local 
contractors  but  delays  have  occurred  where  Builders  or  Joiners 
were  needed.  25  Houses  were  painted  which  included  the  four 
Swedish  timber  houses  at  Ryedale  Crescent,  Kir kb ymo or side . 
Extensive  works  of  repair  were  carried  out  at  Ryedale  View 
and  East  Terrace,  Womb let on  and  new  store  sheds  were  provided 
at  the  Ryedale  View  Houses.  During  the  12  month  period 
£2,447.  14.  6d.  was  expended  on  repair  work. 

ROOD  ADMINISTRATION 

MILK  SUPPLIES 


The  District  is  one  in  which  only  tubercular  tested, 
pastairised  or  sterilised  milk  may  be  retailed.  Of  the  samples 
of  milk  taken  no  unsatisfactory  reports  were  received. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  continue 
in  operation  and  there  is  no  public  slaughterhouse. 

All  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  prior  to  being 
offered  for  sale  and  the  maximum  permitted  charges  of  2/6d. 
per  ’beast,  9U.  per  pig  and  6d.  per  sheep  have  been  made  for 
this  service.  All  meat  passed  for  human  consumption  is  stamped 
with  the  appropriate  mark. 

The  meat  retailed  in  the  District  continues  to  be  from 
high  class  animals  and  no  serious  conditions  were  found. 

Where  there  has  been  need  for  condemnation  of  a carcass  it  has 
always  been  that  of  a casualty  animal.  No  trace  of  tuberculosis 
has  been  found  during  the  year.

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SHOPS,  STALLS  AND  VEHICLES 

The  majority  of  the  shops  in  this  District  are  small  family 
concerns  where  the  personal  attention  of  the  proprietor  is 
available.  Every  effort  is  made  to  impress  upon  food  handlers 
the  need  to  improve  the  standard  of  hygiene  but  generally 
conditions  are  quite  good.  A number  of  vehicles  continue  to 
retail  food  supplies  from  door  to  door  but  these  are  mainly 
operated  from  food  premises-  within  the  District.  It  would 
appear  that  the  sales  of  pre-packed  food  continues  to  increase. 

FCCD  PREPARATION  PREMISES 


The  trade  of  fish  frying  is  carried  out  by  two  shops  in 
Kirkbymoorside  and  the  standard  of  cleanliness  maintained  is 
satisfactory. 

Sausages,  pies  and  petted  meat  are  produced  by  three 
butchers.  One  firm  ceased  making  these  products  in  the  District 
during  the  year. 

ICE  CREAM 

The  sale  of  the  cold  mix  ice  cream  continues  as  in  the 
previous  year  but  there  has  been  no  suggestion  that  the  product 
is  unsatisfactory  in  any  way.  Due  to  the  varied  hours  when  the 
vehicle  enters  the  District  it  has  not  been  possible  to  obtain 
samples  within  sufficient  time  to  submit  them  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Northallerton  but  I am  advised  that 
regular  checks  are  made  at  the  Depot  from  which  the  vehicles 
operate . 

All  samples  taken  during  the  year  of  the  pre-packed 
varieties  have  proved  satisfactory.  The  number  of  premises 
registered  by  this  Authority  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  has 
increased  from  1 7 to  23  within  the  period  under  review. 

FOOD  POISONING 

As  in  the  previous  year  it  is  a pleasure  to  report  that 
there  have  been  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified.

BAKE  HOUSES

One  new  factory  has  been  constructed  since  my  last  report 
which,  although  employing  few  staff  at  the  moment,  could  have 
an  eventual  number  of  12-15  employees  in  its  present  form. 

OUT  WORKERS 


No  out  work  is  carried  on  in  this  District. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  officials  of  the  Rye dale  Joint  Water  Board  have  shown 
a determination  to  provide  satisfactory  supplies  to  all  areas 
served  by  their  mains.  A new  supply  main  was  laid  to  connect 
Great  Ed.stone  to  the  Salton  supply  to  satisfy  the  complaints 
that  the  village  at  times  was  without  water.  Additional 
chlorination  plant  has  been  installed  to  give  more  efficient 
treatment  of  existing  supplies.  The  several  private  supplies 
at  Bransdale  and  Earndale  remain  in  use  for  they  are  quite  some 
distance  from  the  nearest  public  main. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SE./AGE  DISPOSAL 


Kirby  Mills  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

All  samples  taken  by  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board  Inspector 
from  the  outlet  to  the  River  Dove  have  been  reported  as  satis- 
factory. The  Welburn  Estate  staff  continue  to  collect  dried 
sludge  and  dispose  of  this  material  on  the  old  Wombleton 
Aerodrome.  It  is  used  for  manuring  land  where  it  is  not  intended 
that  a crop  be  taken  off  within  6 months  of  its  application. 
Complaints  were  received  towards  the  end  of  the  Summer  of  a 
smell  in  the  area  of  Kirby  Mills,  which  it  was  alleged, 
originated  from  these  works  but  upon  investigation  it  was 
found  that  several  fields  had  recently  been  manured  and  that 
this  was  the  cause.  Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  works 
free  from  offensive  odour  and  if  at  any  time  it  is  thought 
that  there  may  be  the  possibility  of  a smell  present  the  plant 
is  sprayed  with  a solution  of  an  odour  control  compound. 

The  most  difficulty  encountered  with  the  Kirkbymoorside 
Sewerage  System  is  that  of  surface  water.  No  serious  surcharge 
of  the  sewers  has  been  experienced  since  the  18"  diameter 
storm  overflow  sewer  was  installed  but  on  the  other  hand  it  is 
considered  that  there  has  been  no  heavy  storm  which  would  be 
likely  to  cause  surcharge.  All  rainwater  from  new  buildings 
is  piped  to  soak-a-ways  and  any  opportunity  of  extracting 
rainwater  from  an  existing  system  will  be  taken  but  as  no 
alternative  arrangements  are  available  it  is  considered  that 
few  opportunities  for  this  action  will  be  found. 

PROPOSED  5CUEMES 

At  the  end  of  the year  almost  all  approvals  had  been 
obtained  for  the  Lastingham  and  Hutton-ie-Hole  Schemes  to 
proceed.  A start  is  expected  to  be  made  in  the  Soring  of  1965* 
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Details  were  prepared  during  the  year  by  the  Council's 
Consulting  Engineer  for  new  schemes  at  Great  Edstone , 

Keldholme  and  Nunnington.  The  latter,  it  is  proposed,  will  be 
piped  to  the  existing  works  at  Harome , at  present  managed  by  the 
Joint  Sewage  Disposal  Committee. 

JOINT  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


All  properties  at  Nawton  and  Wombleton  are  connected  to 
the  Sewage  Disposal  System  which  also  serves  Beadlam  and  Harome 
and  which  has  disposal  works  at  the  Old  Wombleton  Aerodrome 
near  Harome.  This  system  is  operated  by  a Joint  Committee  of 
this  Council  and  the  Helmsley  Rural  District  Council. 

DRAINAGE 


Where  new  drainage  systems  are  proposed  in  any  of  the 
villages  where  sewers  may  be  provided  in  the  near  future  attempts 
have  been  made  to  lay  a system  which  could  be  readily  connected 
to  such  sewers.  Septic  tanks  are  still  installed  where  no 
Sewerage  system  is  available.  In  an  effort  to  encourage  the 
provision  of  W.C.'s  the  Council  have  been  in  the  habit  of 
awarding  a Grant  of  £10  under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  or 
the  work  may  receive  financial  assistance  by  way  of  Discretionary 
or  Standard  Grant.  A total  of  25  conservancy  type  closets 
were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


A Bedford  12  cubic  yard  side  loading  refuse  collection 
vehicle  is  used  but  it  is  now  11  years  since  the  vehicle  was 
purchased  and  it  is  due  for  replacement.  There  is  not  only 
the  question  of  the  cost  of  repairs  to  consider  but  where  only 
one  vehicle  is  in  use  there  is  also  the  problem  of  maintaining 
the  service  whilst  the  vehicle  is  being  repaired.  The  purchase 
of  a rear  loading  compression  type  vehicle  is  recommended. 

The  main  refuse  tip  is  situated  at  Cockerill  Quarry, 
Wombleton  and  this  site  will  accommodate  the  needs  of  the 
District  for  many  more  years.  The  tips  at  Kirkdale  Howl  and 
at  High  Lane,  Nawton  are  only  used  for  local  collections. 

There  is  insufficient  material  for  the  regular  covering  of 
the  tip  face  but  periodically  a good  supply  becomes  available 
and  full  advantage  is  then  taken  of  it.  This  usually  occurs 
when  road  widening  projects  are  being  carried  out  by  the 
Highways  Department. 

It  has  been  possible  to  maintain  a weekly  collection  of 
refuse  in  Kirkbymoorside , Kirby  Mills,  Keldholme,  Wombleton 
and  Nawton  with  fortnightly  collections  in  the  villages  and 
a visit  once  every  4 wee ks  to  the  moorland  parishes.  The 
Public  Cleansing  service  during  the  year  cost  a total  of 
£2,384.  10.  4d. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Public  Conveniences  in  Crown  Square,  Kirkbymoorside 
continue  to  be  an  asset  to  the  town.  There  has  again  been  a 
certain  amount  of  damage  particularly  to  painted  surfaces  but 
it  is  extremely  difficult  to  catch  the  culprits.  It  is 
noticeable  that  most  of  the  damage  has  taken  place  in  the 
ladies  section  where  coin  locks  are  still  in  use  and  there 
seems  to  be  added  attraction  in  this  case  of  either  attempting 
to  remove  coins  from  the  boxes  or  attempting  to  gain  admission 
with  discs  of  similar  size  to  a penny. 

The  compartments  are  cleansed  each  day  by  the  out-door 
staff  but  it  would  be  an  advantage  if  hot  water  were  available 
and  in  this  connection  it  is  recommended  that  a suitable 
electrically  operated  water  heater  be  provided. 
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Receipts  from  the  Conveniences  for  the  year  were 

£21.  6.  8d. 


It  has  been  found  that  a reasonable  amount  of  use  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Low  Mills  Conveniences  in  Farndale  during 
the  Summer  and  Autumn  months  as  well  as  during  the  daffodil 
season  and  consequently  these  premises  are  available  for  use 
at  all  times  except  during  the  Winter.  The  Council,  by 
agreement  with  the  Forth  Riding  County  Council,  who  own  the 
property,  pay  the  cost  of  an  p^ttendant  and  receive  the  benefit 
of  the  coins  which  in  this  particular  period  amounted  to 
£14-.  12.  3d. 

The  new  sewage  disposal  facilities  should  be  available 
for  use  at  Hutton-le-Hole  in  the  early  part  of  1966  when  it  is 
hoped  that  the  Forth  Riding  County  Council  will  have  obtained 
land  for  a car  park  and  Public  Conveniences.  There  is  an. 
urgent  need  for  these  facilities  in  a village  where  there  are 
numerous  visitors. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AFP  RAILWAY  PREMISES 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  any  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act  relating  to  these  properties  but  it  is  hoped 
that  some  inspections  will  be  carried  out  late  in  1965* 

SMOKE  ABATEMEFT 

There  has  been  no  cause  for  statutory  action  to  be  taken. 
ALLEGED  DUST  NUISANCE 

The  amount  of  dust  being  discharged  from  the  Spaunton 
Limestone  Quarries  at  Appleton  Common  is  much  less  than  when 
the  plant  was  first  installed.  Dry  stone,  lean  mix  and  tarmac 
products  are  produced  by  this  plant.  In  certain  adverse  weather 
conditions  the  drift  of  dust  has  reached  some  of  the  few  houses 
nearby  and  in  the  previous  year  complaints  were  made  that  dust 
reached  Keldholme. 

Since  then  additional  dust  extraction  equipment  has  been 
provided  and  fixed  with  the  result  that  the  amount  of  dust 
has  been  reduced.  The  Management  have  been  most  co-operative 
and  are  considering  the  provision  of  additional  equipment  as 
soon  as  they  have  been  able  to  ascertain  the  most  suitable  type. 

SHIMMING  POOLS  AND  BATHS 


The  three  Councils  of  the  Pickering  Urban,  Pickering 
Rural  and  Kirkbymoorside  Districts  reached  agreement  upon  the 
acceptance  of  a site  at  Pickering  for  the  erection  of  a 
swimming  pool  to  serve  the  area.  Agreement  on  the  type  and 
size  of  the  pool  to  be  provided  is  still  awaited  but  the 
project  is  being  actively  persued. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  action  of  the  Council  many  years  ago  of  co-operating 
with  Helmsley  Rural  District  Council  in  providing  a Rodent 
Control  service  throughout  the  two  Districts  has  been  amply 
justified  in  that  few  serious  infestations  have  been 
reported  in  recent  years.  One  operative  is  employed  for  the 
two  Districts  and  he  is  provided  with  a small  van  for  the 
purpose  of  attending  continually  to  Rodent  Control  work. 

The  regular  attendances  at  refuse  tips,  sewage  disposal 
works,  sewage  gutters  and  any  other  site  which  is  attractive 
to  rodents  ensures  that  an  infestation  does  not  become  a 
major  problem.  The  duties  of  Rodent  Control  placed  upon  the 
Council  by  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  194-9  are 
thus  efficiently  carried  out. 
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Several  complaints  were  investigated  during  the  year  of 
smells  originating  from  the  dead  bodies  of  mice  which  had  died 
under  floor  boards  of  houses  after  the  occupier  had. laid 
Warfarin  bait.  In  these  cases  the  occupier  was  advised  to 
resort  to  trapping  and  endeavour  to  seal  all  modes  of  access 
to  the  property.  Warfarin  continues  to  be  a most  suitable 
poison  but  reports  in  some  parts  of  the  Country  of  Warfarin 
resistance  have  been  noted.  This  does  not  appear  to  exis 
at  the  moment  in  this  locality. 

The  sewer  manholes  at  Kirkbymoorside,  Nawton,  and  Wombleton 
were  again  treated  this  year  as  in  the  past  and  the  few  manholes 
found  to  be  infested  were  poison  baited. 

A total  of  281  visits  were  made  for  Rodent  Control  work 
and  treatments  carried  out  as  necessary.  The  cost  of  the 
service  is  provided  free  for  house-holders  but  m the  case 
of  businesses  such  as  farms,  smallholders  etc.  a charge  is 
made  based  upon  the  time  and  material  expended.  In  the  period 
under  review  a total  of  £85.  3-  Od.  was  recoverable  for  such 

work . 

BUILDING  PLAN'S 

•Whilst  the  Department  is  responsible  for  considering  the 
reauirements  of  the  Council’s  Building  Bye-laws  m relation. 

submitted  it  has  also  been  found  necessary  to  obtain 
the  views  of  the  Council  on  plans  submitted  to  the  ho.p 
Irla  Polling  Committee  for  attention.  The  ever  increasing 
need  to  plan  the  full  -and  proper  use  of  land  increases  the 
need  to  obtain  local  information  upon  each  application. 

There  has  again  been  full  co-operation  with  the  Planning 
Department  and  no  major  differences  of  opinion  have  occurred. 

The  need  to  retain  the  areas  of  natural  beauty  which  exist  within 
this  District  and  are  part  of  the  North  York  hoors  National 
Park,  reflects  itself  in  many. ways  and  this  was  most  noticeable 
■? -v,  4-y.p  case  of  the  two  Council  houses  constructed  at 
Hutton-le-Hole.  The  added  cost  of  building  in  stone  plus 
possibly  extra  expense  in  laying  electricity  cables  under- 
vround  reflects  in  the  rents  of  houses  within  the  District. 
ThiYal so  applies  to  individuals  and  it  may  be  that  amenity 
Gr^tf coulfqiLe  well  be  provided  at  National  leva by  the 
Parks  Commission  if  money  could  be  allocated  to  it  from  tn 
National  fund.
